[| 1. Two DF installations of a similar type were seen at the Cottbus (1 52/A 57) 
airfield on 22 November 1950, The sets were Pitted on masts about 15 to 18

@, The construction project, previously reported as being in progress north of 
the field, is a fuel installation. ‘he work was accelereted, : 
and also concucted at night, the construction site beinz illumnated by spct 
lights, and was completed by 22 november, Six containers the sige of railroad 
tank cars wore laid side-by-side in a deep pit and covered with a 50~cm layer 
of earth. About ton to twelve such pits were seen but possibly do not yet 
represent the total number present. Some fuel containers with a capacity of 
about 3,000 liters, portable pumps, and 10 to 15 fire extinguishers were seen 
in the area, The dump was surrounded by a board fence 2.5 meters high, and 
sone spotlights.

(3) There was noderate flying by about eight twin-engine 95x1B 
aircraft between noon and 230 p.m. on 23 November. No flights were made 


between 11 a.m. and 1 p.m, on 2) November,

6. Grading was still being done at the western end of the runway. A laborer said 
that the path which branches off to the north from point 65.6 of the Cottbus- 
Dahlitz (1!

4he emplaced 
mast was braced on all sides by insulated guy wires, Two closed trucks 
were parked beside the set.
